CHICAGO, Oct. 25.—The crowd that 
sought to obtain admission to the Cro 
nin trial this morning was even greater 
than yesterday afternoon and included 
many ladies. The bailiffs that guarded 
the entrances had their hands full to 
prevent over-crowding. The attraction 
was the prospect of new and startling 
evidence. 


Before court 
opened 
the blood 
stained trunk was transferred from the 
south side, where it had been kept 
since the inquest, to the vault in the 
states attorney's office.

The first witness called this morning 
by the state was Nicholas Wallenborn, a 
wholesale liquor dealer. He had known 
Dr. -Cronin for five years; he saw the 
body in the Lake View morgue and rec- 
ognized it as that of Dr. Cronin; he 
identifid it by its general appearance. 
Mr. Forrest's cross-examination of Mr. 
Wallenborn was very brief. - 


T. T. Conklin, in whose house Dr. 
Cronin lived, was the next witness. Mr. 
Conklin knew Dr. Cronin intimately. 
The doctor had been a member of his 
family about ten years. Witness was 
called to the Lake View morgue at 10 
o'clock, the night of May 22, and in 
company with John F. Scanlan, John J. 
Cronin, and several other friends, he 
recognized the body as that of Dr. 
Cronin.

John Carroll, of this city, si^er of the 
late Dr. Cronin, has received a telegram 
from State's Attorney Longnecker, urg- 
ing her immediate attendance in Chicago 
as very important.

How Some Wrecked Seamen 
Saved 
ThemselTCS From Starvation 
by Cannibalism. 


BAMIMORE, Md., 
Oct. 
25.—Carl 
Grave, fireman, and Ludwig Loder, 
two survivors of the crew of the steamer 
Eammoor, told last nighl^ story, horri- 
ble in its detals, of th^way they sus- 
tained life by Cannibalism for days. 
Loder says: 


"The only food we had the first fifteen 
days in the boat was a flying fish and a 
few raw small sea birds, divided among 
eleven men. On the sixteenth day out 
William Davis, a seaman, caught me by 
the throat and made a dash at my head 
with a knife. He cut me on the right 
cheek, the scar from which still remains, 
as you will see. He was told to kill me 
by August Plagge, a fireman. When 
Davis began to cut me, some of my 
companions caught him, but others 
shouted, 'Kill him, kill him, we want 
something to eat, we are starving.' 


"It seems that Plagge, Doris, and 
others, in one end of the boat, had de- 
cided that I should die, as I suppose, 
being very 
fat, I 
looked inviting. 
Plagge was placed on watch that night, 
but he was missing the next morning; 
no one saw him go overboard. 
On the 
seventeenth day Wm. Robinson lay 
down to sleep. When they tried to call 
him they found him dead. It was de- 
termined to eat his flesh, and Wm. 
Wright, the cook, was ordered to carve 
the body. The first thing done was to 
smash in Robinson's skull, and from 
the fracture each one sucked the blood 
as long as it would last, which was but 
a little wlule. Then tiie cook stripped 
the flesh from the ribs. 
The next day 
this flesh, in strij^s, was placed on top 
of the water tight compartments and 
dried in the sun. 


After taking out Robinson's liver, 
heart, and other parts which would fur- 
nish blood to be sucked, they threw his 
mutilated body into the sea. 


Two days after Robinson's death third 
engineer, Thomas Hunt, died. His body 
was also cut up for food. "In about 
three days." said Loder, "the limbs and 
feet of all began to swell and several 
have since broken out in ugly sores, we 
think it is poison from the human flesh 
and blood." 


Both Grave and Loder say that they 
have no recollection of the taste of hu- 
man flesh, so great was their mental 
anquish at the time. Their only recol- 
lection of taking the food was feeling 
their own blood quicken as it coursed 
through their veins.

The prospects for 
democratic success in that state are 
bright. 


THE annual report of the state board 
of "health shows that during last year 
there were 18,039 marriages in the state 
and 35,310 births. The deaths aggre- 
gate 17,111. The mortality among un- 
married people was 3,317 greater than 
among married. 


THE loss to California by forest fires 
this year is estimated at ¿25,000,000 in 
the value of the timber destroyed, while 
the deforesting of the mountains works 
great harm to the agricultural interests. 
The responsibility of these conflagra 
tions is placed upon sheep herders. 


THE New York world's fair people 
have made another stej) in their great 
work. They have got all their subscrip- 
tion books printed now, but they haven't 
quite decided to distribute and open 
them yet. 
Is it a million or a million, 
and a half that Chicago has raised since 
the last step was taken in New York ? 


THE long winter nights are coming 
when every family should have a daily 
newspaper. It has been said and well 
said that one might as well not live at 
all as not to know what is going on in 
the world about them. 
THE SENTINEIJ 
gives the local and telegraph news of 
the day and would be glad to visit every 
home in the city. 


TWENTY-FIVE thousand persons own 
one-half the wealth of the United States 
and the whole wealth of the country is 
practically owned by 250,000 persons, or 
one in sixty of the ad^t male popula- 
tion; and from the rapid recent concen- 
tration of wealth, under present condi- 
tions, 50,000 persons will practically 
own all the wealth of the country in 
thirty years—or less than one in 500 of 
the adult male population. 


THE report of the commissioner of 
pensions for the year 1888-89 shows that 
there were on the rolls 494,729 pension- 
ers. There were added to the list dur- 
ing the year 51,921 new names, and the 
names of 1,754 pensioners who had been 
dropped were restored. 
The amount 
paid for pensions during the year was 
^88,275,113.28. In the aggregate 1,238,- 
146 pension claims have been filed since 
1861, and $1,052,218,413.17 has been 
disbursed on account of pensions. 


THE Hebrew Jowmal asks this ques- 
tion: 
Who ever heard of a Jewish 
vote? It then proceeds to remark that 
the Jew never mixes his politics with 
his race or religion. 
The race distrib- 
utes itself among the different liolitical 
parties. 
"We think we may say with 
pride that such a thing as a Jewish vote 
has never presented itself in our govern- 
ment. Outside of the synago^e we are 
citizens of the United States," says the 
Jourrial. 


THE cholera spectre has appeared 
again in foreign climes. Three months 
ago cholera appeared in Mesopotamia, 
and it has now been propagated in Per- 
sia. On August 24 the epidemic was 
raging at Bagdad. 
At that place, from 
the 12th to Slst of August, the death 
rate from cholera was from 200 to 400 
persons a day. Since the pest of 1831, 
no epidemic has been so fatal. In Sep- 
tember the cholera spread to the Eu- 
phrates and the Tigris valleys. 
The 
scourge has reached the Persian gulf, 
the southern portion of Persia is invad- 
ed and Schiraz is threatened. 


THE 01JTX.00K FOR* 189». 
The addition of the four new states 
has changed somewhat the presidential 
political outlook for 1892, and in sum- 
ming up the probabilities the Washing- 
ton Post has this to say: "If the repub- 
lican candidate should carry New York 
he could lose all tiie other doubtful 
states and yet be elected, for thirty-six 
New York votes added to 180 sure re- 
publican votes would make 215, or eight 
more than are needed for election. 
Without New York, republicans can win 
by carrying Indiana, fifteen votes; Cali- 
fornia, eight votes; and West Virginia, 
six votes, making twenty-nine votes, 
which, added to 180, make 209; or by 
carrying California, Connecticut and In- 
diana, with the sfime result; or, still 
further, by carrying California, Bhode 
Island, Montana and Indiana, making 
in all 210 votes. 
Without New York, 
republicans can win with Indiana and 
two or three other doubtful states. 
But 
they cai^ot lose both New York and In- 
diana and then win. 


"Begording the democratic chances 
for success, the outlook seems at first 
disootuntging, but further consideration 
is more reassurmg. 
The democratic 
candidate starts out with 156 sure votes. 
If he should cany in addition New 
York; 36 yotes; Indiana;, 12; 


Ottt or West Yirginia, 6—in all, 219—lie 
would be elected. Or if he should carry 
New York, Indiana, and Bhode Island, 
these would be sufficient. Or, without 
Indiana, if the democrats carry New 
York, West Virginia, Connecticut, and 
Bhode Inland, or New York, Connecti- 
cut, California and Montana, they will 
elect the next president of the United 
States."

Mr. C. J. Sosenheimer, the city treas- 
urer, has received from Canton, Ohio, 
samples of a certain kind of clay known 
as "white clay" in Ohio districts.

The srew Fire liadder Oivea SeTeral 
Important Tests. 


The test of the new extension fire lad- 
ders was given yesterday at the Dewald 
building in the presence of a lai^e orowd 
of people. Chief Henry Hilbrecht sub- 
mits the following explanation: 


First test—Raising main serial ladder, 
running the extension to seventy-fiTe 
feet; turning ladder on turn-table and 
placing against bixilding; ten men on 
ladder at on^ time. 


Second test—Running main ladder 
with man on top end; running out ex- 
tension and placing man on fourth story 
building. 


Third test—Putting ladder at angle of 
forty-five degrees, taking men out of sec- 
ond and fourth story windows. 


Last test—The most severe one ever 
tried on any serial ladder, the truck 
giving a lateral strain of nearly two tons 
on the ladder.

The Wabash Has a Bad Wreek and 
Several Persons Injured—The 
Day's Railroad Hews. 


The fast eeuBt-boand passenger train 
on the Wabash road was wrecked last 
night at Keller's station/ foriy miles 
west of this city. There is a heavy grade 
at that point, and the train was ninning 
forty miles an honr, when Engineer 
George King saw that the switch was 
partly thrown. He immediately applied 
the air brakes, bnt there was no time to 
check the train. The engine, baggage 
and express cars left the track and 
plunged along the siding for about forty 
rods. The engine turned over ^ d the 
baggage car was hurled down the em- 
bankment, a distance of thirty feet. 
The engineer and fireman, Charley Dix- 
on, clung to their places in the cab, 
which was reduced to splinters, having 
been telescoped by the baggage car. 
The smoker, chair car and the Wagner 
sleeper kept the track, but they were all 
raked by the engine in passing and were 
considerably damaged, the front end of 
the smoker being carried away in, strik- 
ing the engine. 


Some of the passengers were slightly 
injured and their escape was certainly 
miraculous. One man was seated in the 
front end of the smoker, and was hurled 
backward by the blow, which carried 
away that part of the car. Engineer 
King was pulled out of the cab by the 
fireman, whose collar-bone was broken. 
King was badly bruised. A dead-head 
fireman named William Hutchins, of 
iiogansport, was injured. Pacific Ex- 
press Agent Frank Brownwell, of To- 
ledo, was found under a big pile of 
trunks together with Baggage Master 
Gerhart Myers. Both men were badly 
bruised. The car is a total wreck. In- 
vestigation showed that the switch-lock 
had been broken by train-wreckers. 
The bowlder with which the lock was 
pounded was found close by. A purse 
was made up by the passengers for the 
engineer and fireman. 


The west bound passenger came up, 
the wounded were put aboard and left 
at Andrews, and then the train pulled 
the passengers into Fort Wayne, reach- 
ing here about 9 o'clock. 


The company's version of the affair is 
not so bad as the above. One of the 
officials tells us that the engine and 
baggage car were derailed and that the 
cause of the wreck is unknown. He 
says the engineer, fireman, baggage 
master, and express messenger, were 
bruised, but that no bones were broken; 
that no passengers were injured, and 
that no serious damage wás done to the 
engine or equipment.

Thomas Twomey, of the Bass works, 
is suffering with a sore leg, as a result of 
the wounds he received during the war. 
He remains on duty at the shops, how- 
ever. 


Assistant Foreman Dan Petgen^ of 
the Pittsburg tin shop, is at Chicago in- 
specting work for the company about 
the new passenger depot being erected 
there. 


The pay-rolls of the Indianapolis car 
works ^ow that the establishment now 
gives employment to 872 men, the larg- 
est number at any time since the works 
were started. 


The employes of the Olds wheel works 
are enjoying a vacation of a day or two 
on account of repairs to machinery. 
The machinists who are engaged in the 
repair work are the only employes on 
duty. 


John Brown, of the Pennsylvania 
company's offices, will take a part in the 
Caledonian exercises on Halowe'en. 
Mr. Brown is a poet and his productions 
in this line have been universally ad- 
mired. 


A freight train collision occurred yes- 
terday morning at Middlepoint, Ohio, 
on the Pittsburg road. A number of 
cars were wrecked, and the track was 
blockaded for several botirs, but no one 
was injured. 


The Lake Shore is being double 
tracked from Waterloo to Sedan and 
from Edgerton to Butler, the work to 
be completed this fall.

The engineers of maintenance of way 
of&e Pennsylvania road, with their 
staff, came here yesterday afternoon on 
two special trains and made an inspec- 
tion of the company's property here.

James Quillinan, the pleasant clerk in 
the Pennsylvania company's ofBces, is 
looking for our reporter.

Charles A. Waterman, cashier, in 
the freight office of the Wabash road at 
Lafayette, has been appointed traveling 
agent of the Great Eastern fast freight 
line. His territory embraces all the ter- 
ritory on the Wabash road west of Log- 
ansport. 


The Bailway Station Agents' associa- 
tion of North America and Canada, met 
^t Kansas City Thursday in annual con- 
vention. Delegates are present from 
twenty states and from Canada and 
Mexico. The convention remains in 
session until Monday. 


Some of the engineers on the Cincin- 
nati division of the Big Four received 
at the last pay-day as high as $160 for 
services rendered in September. Busi- 
ness was so heavy that doubling the 
road, even with freight trains, was al- 
most a daily occurrence. 


It is stated that hereafter Cornelius 
Vanderbilt will look after the Michigan 
Central and the Big Four systems, 
which are his pet interests, and William 
K. Vanderbilt will look after the Lake 
Shore and Nickel Plate, which are his 
pet roads west of Buffalo. 


It is said the Wabash authorities pro- 
pose to^ make connection of the Eel 
River road with the main line at Peru 
if a bonus of $100,000 was forthcoming.

The people of 
Kosciusko and Whitley counties have 
subscribed and paid nearly $1,200 to aid 
the survey. Bourbon has raised $200 
towards that purpose. Elections for aid 
will be held in two townships in Whitley 
county next month (Columbia City and 
Larwill.) 


The condition of the aid already voted 
is that the line shall be constructed and 
in operation through the townships 
which voted the aid, by Jan. 1st, 1891 
—otherwise it cannot be collected.
